Elliott, of Hudson Guild, New 
York Oity, ou "Twenty -Five Years 
m tho Settlement Movement," The 
occasion was tua semi annual meet 
lug <>f the University Settlement, ami 
the Chair was taken by I'rofessor 
Halt', its President, Alter some rou- 
tine business was put through, Dr. 
Elliott w a s introduced. 

The speaker drew a simile between 
the ureat American Desert and the 
slums of the City, which he eal'e'd 
"the City desert." What was being 
dons ln benefit the American desert 
was not to let in water from out- 
side sources; but to sink wells down 
to the reservoirs of water which are 
hidden below the surface. In the 
same way that which Will eventually 
save the City desert is the bringing 
to the surface ol the supplies oi 
spiritual and social force which arc 
hidden in the people. 
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The criminals and the insane are 
the wreckage from the city, thrown amendment stand. Amendments 
aside by it- The children "who aie 
now running about its streets are 
the material for the waste heap. The 
chances are all against their being 
Saved to good citizenship and use 
fulness. Yet they all have go! ten 
strains of character which will he 
turned to dross by the touch of ex- 
perience and life. 

Settlements as they ate will never 
solve the problems of the city. Nil 
earthly power can save the children.

DOCTOR WICU.S WRITES ARTICLE

Doctor Charles L. Wells of McGill 
University, is the author of a very 
interesting and instructive article 
.m "The Origin of the Petty Jury" 
which was recently published in the 
"Law Quarterly Review" and has 
since been issued in pamphlet form. 
Although much had previously writ- 
ten t" show the development of the 
petty juror after H first started the 
important question of its origin and 
early history have received but little 
attention from th' historians. Most 
of those whose interest in the legal 
and constitutional history of Eng- 
land has been at all pronounced have 
long felt that there was no adequate 
excuse for this neglect. We must 
therefore acknowledge our indebted 
ness to Professor Wells for the li^ht 

which his scholarly article has 
thrown upon the dark places of this 
somewhat obscure question. Histor- 
ians for some time have been aware 
that the petty jury was evolved from 
the presentment jury, th' latter be- 
ing a party of witnesses summoned 
to declare the facts id a case 0T to 
indict persons suspected of crime

WHAT A CITIZEN 

THÎNKS OF OLD FOGEY

Hear Sir:— As a reader of the Mon- 
treal "Ca/.tte" I was deeply grieved 
at "Did Fogey's" Litter and unwar- 
ranted attack ..u the McOUl Daily 
and College Athletics.

treatment, The prescription brought 
back called foi thirteen drugs, which 
were to be boiled together in a large 
quantity of water and the whole to 
bo taken in a single dose ! 

The drugs were: Baked lui ley, Su- 
gar, Mushed beans, Bamboo shavings, 
Three roots, Chalk, Melon seeds, Fer- 
mented melon seeds, a inashod pebble, 
some wild flowers, a broken clam 
shell, s ther drugs in the pharmaco- 
peia arc cockroaches, fossils, rhinoc 
crops skin, silkworms, crude calo- 
mel, rhubarb, asbestos, centipedes, 
caterpillars, toads and lizards. 

But native surgery 'is far worse 
thon medicine because more danger- 
ous to the patient 's life. They have 
sots of surgical knives but thoy never 
cut with them because they cannot 
control hemorrhage, They only scrape 
and dig. They usually stull a wound 
with tobacco, earth, or so filthy- 
rags. 

Una of the native doctor's most 
deadly Instruments is the acupuncture 
noodle. It iK used to produce count- 
er-irritation, and 'here are a hun- 
dred spots known to the surgeon 
\*icre it may be stuok in without 
causing death. The muselés ave the 
avorlte place but twice Dr. Jeffreys 
has had cases of general infection of 
the eye caused by noodles having been 
passed through the eyeball in the 
reatment of trachoma. They cor 
aiiily produced a handsome counter- 
rritat on and incidentally destroyed 
the eyes. 

They stick needles Into abscesses, 
and if any pus exudes, they clap on 
n plaster and stick il up tight. 

They treat entropion by pinching 
the eyelid' between two bamboo sticks 
and binding them with thread Jill the 
ltd becomes gangrenous and drops off. 

Medical science is at a very low 
ebb in china. Dr. John I ow, Super- 
intendent "f the Edinburgh Tra iling 
Institution for medical missionaries, 
in bis hook says: "Medical science 
does not equal that of the time of 
Hippocrates. 'I ho knowledge of ana- 
tomy and surgery in ancient Greece 
and Rome was much superior to any- 
thing now in China." Anatomy is 
totally interdicted by law and public 

opinii n. 'i h • Chinese think that the 
heart Is the seat of thinking, the 
liver the seal pf the soul and courage 
resides m the gall bladder. Hence it 
is that bile is the medicine to sus 
tain the faint hearted and tills is the 
reason also why there is no compari- 
son in the medical qualities of a bile 
of a brave robber and of a mere 
lamb. The spleen aids in digestion 
and food pa A'- through it into the 
ainb. The * -c Intestines are con- 
nected with H lungs and the 
intestines with the heart. Marvel of 
marvels ! 

The native medical literature is 
ah: tu'.ant, but is all based on princi- 
les adopted two or three thousand 
mis ago. The important doctrine 
of the circulation of the blood Is 
greatly misunderstood End rnthlnk- 
ably confused and erroneous. As evi- 
dence of this, witness the theory of 
the pulse that moans this organ is 
so; a weal: pulse— that organ is 
bus; a middling sized pulse well, 
hat means Something quite different. 
There is no distinction between the 
rtories ami the veins, mil no know- 
edgo of the heart's proper function 
or of hs changes which the 11 od 
undergoes In ihe lungs and capillary 
ystcnii

Mackenzie, the distinguished 
small Chinese missionary sail that he was 
culled to attend a woman suffering 
from spasmodic asthma and found a 
slave girl heating the back of the 
chest with ;, large sti.-k the size of 
a rolling pin with the idea of giving 
relief. 

Necrosis and ulcer from the terrible 
custom of foot binding aie very com- 
mon. Happily the custom is coming 
in for severe criticism and will soon 
be abolished. The British Medical 
Jotirhul of dan. 28. 1809 s;iys: "It 
not Infrequently happens that the 
flesh putrefied during the process of 
binding and portions slough oil from 
the sole. Sometimes a toe drops oil. 
Elegance is secured at the est of 
months of suffering." Indeed, many 
mothers kill th?tr female children 
that they may not be obliged to un- 
dergo this cruel pnin.

ium-. No doubt two great factors g ,, u 
in their preservation are the open air o 0KCrg 
life of the Chinese, and the supersti- 

t< li of only ilrinkiiiL' boiled water. 

In this ease they are much wiser than 
tboy realize. 

The superstitious fears which are 
entertained In these lands of anything rjowio 
like scientific Investigation tor the 
purpose of public health is well illus- 
trated by a limitation from the Lan 
cot: "The French Statistical Depart- 
ment, anxious to obtain definite in 
formation on certain matters from 
Turkish Provinces sent lists of ques- 
tions to ths various provincial Pash 
as, requesting replies. Tha Pashn of 
Damascus replied as follows to his 
questions: 

I, Question. What is tin 1 death 
rate per thousand in your prinîipal 
city ? 

Answer. — In Damascus, it is the 

will of Allah that all must die; some 
die old, some young.

BUt there 
still remains much to no. And now, 
my lamb of the West, cease your 
questioning which can do no gool, 
either to you or to anyone else. Man 
should not bothar himself about mat- 
ters which concern only God, Salem 
Aleikum ! 

As ah instame of the incapacity of 
the i hincse to deal with n plague^ 
and as an instance too of what these 
insanitary conditions lend to, wit- 
ness the pneumonic plague which oe 
curled 'in Manchuria in 1911. One o; 
the blackest pages of local history 
can be written about this plague, 
Showing conclusively that the deaths 
of th iiisanda of t binesc, besides some 
noble foreign physicians were due en- 
tirely to the ignorance, conceit, va 
dilution and delay of Chinese offic- 
ials. 

The plague was unique, in that it 
was entirely pneumonic— not a single 
case of bubonic from the begii n'ng. 
The epidemic was so hig and the doc- 
tors so few that little time could be 
given to bacteriological Investiga- 
tions. As for symptoms— none were 
to be relied upon in the early stages 
—and in the routine work at the 
quarantine stations all the ra; id 
pulses were sorted out and the tem- 
peratures taken, but the rapidity of 
the disease was so great that even if 
these signs were absent in the morn- 
ing, the patients were often dead in 

the evening. Tin ly positive si^n 

was the bloody expectoration and 
that was generally fo'lowed by death 
in twelve hours. Not a single case 
recovered. The majority showed lit- 
tle or no Inconvonlenfo from the sick 
ness, rniil the last three or four 
hours, being about laughing, talking, 
and eating, No pain, and In the sep- 
ticnemic eases there was no! the defi- 
nite bloody expectoration of the pneu 
monlc typo, and really nothing to in- 
dl nti the disease exeepl sudden 
death.
